FALLACIES OF A CRITIC OF THE 
PUBLISHING TRADE. 

Munsey’s Magazine for April contains an 
article with the sensational heading “What 
Has Happened to the American Book Pub¬ 
lishers ?,” by Merton H. Forrester, that calls 
for notice simply because it is largely made up 
of things that are “not so.” 

The writer of the article starts off with the 
statement that whereas, from 1895 to 1900, 
the American publisher fairly revelled in the 
“golden harvest” derived from the enormous 
sales of books during that period, when “pub¬ 
lishers came to look with scorn upon books 
that sold but moderately,” since that time 
“there has been not merely a decline in the 
business, but an actual 'slump’.” Unless we 
have been deceived by all reports the case is 
quite the contrary. Indeed, not in a quarter 
of a century has there been greater activity 
and more prosperity in the book business than 
in the past seven years, including 1907, when 
the financial depression affected almost every 
business excepting the booktrade; and as for 
the immediate future a glance at the books 
announced in our Spring Announcement num¬ 
ber must convince even the most sceptical that 
the publishing trade is full of hope and ac¬ 
tivity. 

Mr. Forrester next attacks the publisher for 
his “lack of enterprise and his failure to ad¬ 
just the management of his business to the 
conditions of the time in which he lives.” It 
would be hopeless, we suppose, to attempt to 
convince this writer of his error in this re¬ 
spect. We have always been under the im¬ 
pression that every publisher worthy of the 
name was untiring in his activity to watch 
for and lay hold upon any and every new idea 
and invention of genius to build up and de¬ 


velop his business. Circumstances oblige him 
to be always alert and in advance of his con¬ 
stituency in every direction if he would hold 
his own against his competitors. While at 
times a publisher may indulge himself in the 
luxury of presenting to the public a book 
which he believes is a good one, and of tak¬ 
ing the risk of its becoming an unprofitable 
investment from a business point of view, he 
would be blind to his own interests if he per¬ 
sisted in such a course and overlooked the 
fact that he must conduct his business to con¬ 
form “to the conditions of the time in which 
he lives.” The stability of the publishing 
trade as a whole is a living witness to the 
fact that its members are not remiss in this 
respect. 

Further on in his article Mr. Forrester 
thinks that he has discovered where “the fault 
lies” which has caused his imaginary “slump” 
in the publishing business. It is simply 
that “the publisher, even when he does se¬ 
cure a book of merit, handicaps its sale by 
offering it at the prices established years and 
years ago.” It would not satisfy Mr. For¬ 
rester, we suppose, to assert that never were 
more solid books, better and more attractively 
made, offered at such reasonable prices as at 
the present time. Good books by contempor¬ 
ary writers of reputation were always dear, 
and will always be dear. Yet ever were pub¬ 
lishers keen and enterprising enough—from 
Bohn’s day to the present, and never more so 
than in this year of Anno Domini, to place 
within the reach of the most impecunious 
reader the best of the world’s literature, in 
editions that fifty years ago would have been 
regarded as the very ne plus ultra of book¬ 
making. 

Good books, that is, the product of modern 
scholarship and research, will always be dear 
because the demand for them is bound to be 
small. As the New York Evening Post this 
week pointed out: 

“A man who will invest $10,000 in an auto¬ 
mobile and spend $3000 a year in running it, 
would be horrified by the extravagance of an 
annual outlay of $500 for books. This is one 
reason why the price of such an important 
work as, say, Cromer’s ‘Modern Egypt’ is $6. 
That book will sell well, but not well enough 
to be put on the market at a narrow margin 
above the cost of manufacture. ... A father 
whose income is less than $10,000 a year ex¬ 
pects to spend from $800 to $1000 a year on 
the schooling of a son or daughter; yet few 
fathers, even of ampler means, deliberately 
provide their children with one of the cheap¬ 
est and most effective instruments of educa¬ 
tion-plenty of the best books. What pur¬ 
chases are made are too often only the novels 
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bought to read on the train or the latest wide¬ 
ly advertised sensation. The average private 
‘library’ in this city is a pathetic collection of 
odds and ends, picked up without forethought 
or even intelligence. The kitchen is far more 
systematically and thoroughly furnished; and 
the mistress of the house would be aghast at 
the idea of setting her dinner-table with a 
similar array of coarse, incongruous, broken, 
and ugly dishes. But without a blush or a 
word of apology people of wealth and pre¬ 
sumably of some cultivation fill their pitifully 
few shelves with books that are a disgrace to 
their owners. This shortcoming is the less 
excusable because in these days of well-made 
reprints a very few hundred dollars will en¬ 
able even a poor man to procure a library of 
the best histories, essays, letters, travels, poe¬ 
try, and novels—books that are thoroughly 
interesting and worth reading.” 

Cheap books are desirable; so are fine 
houses in select neighborhoods at the rentals 
charged in more modest neighborhoods, and 
so are many other good things desirable. 
The publishing trade, unlike many other 
trades, endeavors to provide for all sorts 
and conditions of men; it is only a question 
of time when the publisher can afford to sat¬ 
isfy the needs of the reader who cannot af¬ 
ford to be in the game at the attack. But 
we are afraid that under present circum¬ 
stances no publisher, even one “full of new 
ideas, with a keen sense of what the public 
wants, and with an impatience for outworn 
traditions,” will hardly think of entering the 
field of providing even fiction—for that is 
what Mr. Forrester seems to have in mind— 
to however large a constituency, for fifty cents 
if it costs him that much and more to manu¬ 
facture and to market each book. Human na¬ 
ture is not built upon those lines. 

The remainder of Mr. Forrester’s arraign¬ 
ment of the publishing trade we must leave 
to its fate unnoticed. 


The American Booksellers’ Association 
will hold its eighth annual convention in New 
York City on May 19 and 20, at the Hotel 
Victoria, and we trust that as many members 
of the Association as can make it possible will 
attend, and help to make the sessions interest¬ 
ing and profitable. The Dinner Committee 
may be relied Upon to make the entertain¬ 
ment of the guests enjoyable; but the real in¬ 
terest in the convention should centre about 
the discussion of the questions that vitally af¬ 
fect the bookseller in his relation to the pub¬ 
lisher and to his constituency, to the con¬ 
sideration of which matters we trust the 
proper committees have given their best at¬ 
tention during the past year. 


A NEW EDUCATIONAL BUILDING IN 
CHICAGO 

On the triangular plaza in Chicago, formed 
by the intersection of Prairie and Cottage 
Avenues and Twenty-third Street, stands 
one of the largest and most elaborate build¬ 
ings devoted exclusively to the sale of school 
books. It has recently been erected by Ginn 
& Company, of Boston, to meet the growing 
demands of their business, and provides every 
facility for storing and distributing their vast 
stock of books, in addition to many appli¬ 
ances for comfort and convenience in office 
life. The structure consists of four stories 
and a basement, and ample light and air are 
assured by a frontage of 135 feet on Prairie 
Avenue and a length of 100 feet on Twenty- 
third Street. Entering through a vestibule 
finished in white marble, with vaulted ceiling 
and pilasters, the visitor takes a passenger 
elevator to the fourth floor, the best-lighted 
and best-ventilated part of the building, 
where the counting house, correspondence 
department, circular department, and offices 
are situated. I11 the centre of this floor is a 
wide reception room supplied with well-filled 
book cases, easy chairs, a writing table, and 
other conveniences for visitors. A feature 
of special interest here is a series of glass 
cases containing samples of work illustrating 
the various processes in the manufacture of 
a book, beginning with the manuscript and 
ending with the finished product. 

To the right of the reception room is the 
desk of the reception clerk and the depart¬ 
ment of common-school correspondence. To 
the left and extending around the elevator 
shaft to the front of the building ps the 
counting house. Immediately opposite the 
elevator shaft are the offices of the different 
departments. The management is in charge 
of Mr. Hilton, the resident partner; O. J. 
Laylander, who formerly represented Ginn 
& Company in Iowa and now has the direc¬ 
tion of the common-school agency work and 
state campaigns; and D. W. Hall, who is in 
charge of the firm’s high school and college 
interests. Mr. Hilton’s suite of offices occu¬ 
pies the northeast corner of the floor, the de¬ 
partment of high school correspondence is 
on the northwest, the department of music 
occupies a large room on the southeast cor¬ 
ner, and the eastern side is occupied by the 
department of common-school correspond¬ 
ence. In the southwestern part of the build¬ 
ing there is a large room, with desks and 
lockers, for the accommodation of the agents 
who represent the firm in the central and 
western States. There are also several dress¬ 
ing rooms and a coat room with lockers. The 
circular department occupies a large room 
opening on one side upon a circular stock 
room, and on the other upon a room con¬ 
taining multigraphs and an addressograph 
machine. 

A stairway leads from this floor to the 
one below, in which there is a kitchen and 
dining room, with complete appointments for 
serving luncheons to the entire staff. On 
this same floor is the women’s rest room k 
fifty feet by thirty, well lighted and com¬ 
fortably furnished. The rest of the third 
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floor and the first and second as well are 
used for the storage of stock and for ship- 
ping. 

Ginn & Company have spared no expense 
in providing for the comfort of their em¬ 
ployees, and have aimed to combine with the 
intense activity of business life the restful¬ 
ness of the home and the comradeship of the 
club. - 

COUNTERVAILING DUTY ACCRUES 
ON PRINTING PAPER. 

Several dealers in printing paper were de¬ 
feated on March 31 before the Board of 
United States General Appraisers, at New 
York City, in an attempt to evade the impo¬ 
sition of a countervailing duty on printing 
paper imported from Canada. 

The paper was assessed for duty at the 
specific rates provided for under paragraph 
396 of the Dingley tariff, while, in addition, 
the American Government demanded an ad¬ 
ditional, or countervailing, duty, under the 
plea that the Canadian Government imposes 
an export duty on pulp wood exported from 
the Dominion. Judge Somerville, who wrote 
the decision for the board, holds that the 
United States has a right to collect an addi¬ 
tional, or countervailing, duty of one-tenth 
of 1 cent, per pound for each dollar of export 
duty per cord imposed by the Canadian 
authorities. -

COPYRIGHT NOTES. 

AGREEMENT ON “CANNED ■ MUSIC.” 

The controversy over the failure of the 
“canned music” dealers to pay royalties 
to authors and composers for works used 
in phonographs, piano players and other 
like instruments was brought to an end on 
March 30 by an agreement reached between 
representatives of the outstanding interest. 
The agreement was submitted to the Joint 
Committees on Patents. The agreement pro¬ 
poses to provide for a flat royalty system, 
and the copyright laws to all mechanical 
machines reproducing either pictures, songs 
or plays. Under the bill to be reported 
“copyright protection shall be extended to in¬ 
clude all mechanical reproductions or repre¬ 
sentations of any sort by which copyrighted 
work may be expressed, provided that such 
right of mechanical reproduction of a musical 
composition so copyrighted shall be open to 


everybody on payment to a composer of a 
royalty of two cents for each and every per¬ 
forated roll or other reproducing device.” It 
further provides that such royalty shall be 
paid through the medium of copyright stamps, 
to be purchased at the copyright office. It 
was also unanimously agreed that full protec¬ 
tion should be given to dramatic works and 
appropriate legislation 011 that subject was 
requested. The agreement does not meet 
with the approval of the publishers of books 
and others interested in copyright protection 
to authors. - 

BOOKTRADE ASSOCIATIONS. 
BOOKSELLERS' LEAGUE APRIL DINNER. 
The Booksellers' League will give its next 
regular monthly dinner at the Aldine Asso¬ 
ciation on the evening of April 8. The enter¬

discuss wild animals, their training, etc. Mr. 
Williams has some surprising pictures of wild 
animals which he will introduce to .the League 
through the stereopticon.

It seems to the undersigned that it would 
be a reasonable proposition to expect a repu¬ 
table publication to at least take the trouble 
to inquire if what they read in some other 
publication is true before publishing such 
slanders about a firm doing a legitimate busi¬

SUITS AGAINST LYNN PEOPLE. 
Gramercy Publishing Company Begins Action 
to Enforce Contracts. 

SIGNATURES DENIED IN EACH INSTANCE. 

Sets of Books with Lot of Land Sold on Monthly 
Installment Plan. 

Gramercy Publishing Company, a New York cor¬ 
poration, whose agents have been operating in Lynn 
for several months with a proposition for the sale of 


a publication known as “Our Country,” and lots of 
land in combination, is now suing a number of its 
customers', who, it is alleged, have not made the 
payments which they promised in agreements, copies 
of which are on tile in Lynn Police Court. 

Mary A. Sullivan and Catherine T. O’Neil, 553 
Boston Street; John H. Cryan, 46 Sargent’s Court; 
Joseph S. Butman, 84 Federal Street; Robert H. 
Hughes, 4 Ernest Street Cliftondale, and William 
Sullivan, 41 Mall Street, and John T. Cunningham, 
are named as the defendants. It is claimed by the 
plaintilfs that Mary A. Sullivan contracted to pay 
them $39 at the rate of $3 per month, and that 
she still owes $21; that John H. Cryan owes $30, 
that John T. Cunningham is their debtor for $30.09; 
that Catherine T. O’Neil owes $21; that Joseph S. 
Butman owes $45; that Robert H. Hughes owes $35, 
and that William Sullivan owes $50. 

Gramercy Publishing Co. claims to be publishers, 
manufacturers and importers, with offices at 225 
Fourth Avenue, New York. The concern, according 
to its pamphlet, has for reference the New Amster¬ 
dam National Bank of New York. In its contract 
with Mary A. Sullivan, John H. Cryan, Catherine 
T. O’Neil and William Sullivan, it agrees to give 
in exchange for the payment of $39 a set of books 
and tracts of lands, 20 x 100, in Medford Park, 
town of Brookhaven, Suffolk County, N. Y. With 
Joseph S. Butman and Robert H. Hughes, the 
plaintiffs claim to have entered into an agreement 
urder which the defendants were to pay $74, at the 
rate of $5 per month, for the set of books and two 
lots of land in Medford Park. 

Sisk Brothers have been retained as counsel by 
John T. Cunringham, Catherine T. O’Neil, Joseph 
S. Butman and Robert H. Hughes, and the signature 
of the defendant is denied in each instance. The 
several suits have been filed by E. E. Wakefield of 
Boston, attorney for plaintiffs. 

To this The Gramercy Publishing Com¬ 
pany makes the following reply: 

New York, March 27, 1908. 

To the Editor of The Publishers’ Weekly. 

Dear Sir : Since writing you first about this 
matter, we also have been investigating, and 
the result of our investigations developed the 
following facts: 

We have a general agent in Boston, by the 
name of John D. Pearson, who has been buy¬ 
ing from ns at wholesale Lossing’s “Our 
Country,” and also the lots which we are sell¬ 
ing in connection with the book. We find that 
Mr. Pearson did canvass the town of Lynn, 
Mass., through his agents, and we also find 
that without our knowledge he used the name 
of The Gramercy Publishing Company. So 
much then for this phase of the question. 

Now, we presume that you intend to be fair, 
nor would you intentionally misrepresent or 
injure anybody engaged in a legitimate busi¬ 
ness. Now, having said this much, we would 
state further that if you had published the 
article which you quote, from the Daily Even¬ 
ing Item, of Lynn, Mass., we would not make 
any particular objection, and if you will read 
this article carefully you will see that the de¬ 
fendants in the case are simply trying to get 
out of a business transaction, or, in other 
words, to back out of a contract. All of these 
subscribers, according to this statement from 
the Daily Evening Item , seem to have paid 
various sums on their instalments, which can 
be readily seen if you will take the trouble to 
examine them carefully. Therefore, the de¬ 
fense which they put in, and which by the 
way we have nothing to do with except that 
we are interested in Mr. Pearson, is all 
wrong, where they deny their signatures. 

What we particularly object to in the ar¬ 
ticle to which we first called your attention 
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is the slurring manner in which you refer to 
this business. For instance, I quote from 
your article the following: 

“With each sale there was thrown in a lot of land 
somewhere up State. Some who purchased the 
books ‘Our Country/ whatever that is, have tried 
to slip off the noose.” 

You then go on to say: 

“The price is $39, payable $3 down and $3 
every week t. f.” 

It is these slurring and equivocal remarks in 
your article to which we enter our protest 
and objection. It is a straight business trans¬ 
action. 

We sell a man a set of “Our Country,” in 
eight volumes, bound in half morocco, well 
printed, well bound, and give a man a deed to 
a lot 20 x 100. The lot is located in Medford, 
Long Island, 54 miles from New York City, 
and within one-half mile of the railway sta¬ 
tion. It is a perfectly legitimate, straight¬ 
forward, businesslike and honorable transac¬ 
tion, and we object, and seriously object, to 
your manner of presenting this proposition to 
your readers and of making it appear that 
we are trying to take advantage of people, a 
thing which we are not doing. We therefore 
hope that you will see this matter as it should 
be seen and do the square thing.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

Dr. P. A. Lindahl, president of the Au- 
gustana Book Concern, editor of the Augus- 
tona , a Swedish publication, and for years a 
director of the Augustana College, died in 
Rock Island, Ill., on March 27, aged sixty. 

Rev. Dr. Charles N. Sims, former chan¬ 
cellor of Syracuse [N. Y.] University, died 
on March 27, at his home in Liberty, Ind. 
Dr. Sims was born at Fairfield, Ind., on May 
18, 1835. He graduated from Indiana Asbury, 
[now De Pauw,] University in 1859, and 
later became president of Valparaiso College, 
Ind. He was the author of “The Temperance 
Problem,” “Life of the Rev. Thomas M. 
Eddy, D.D.,” “Itinerary Time Limit,” and an 
article on Henry Ward Beecher in Abbott’s 
“Life of Beecher.” 

Joseph Howard, Jr., journalist, lecturer 
and publicist, died on March 30, at his home 
in New York City. Mr. Howard was born 
in Brooklyn, June 3, 1833. In i860 he be¬ 
came correspondent for the Nczu York Times , 
for which he reported most of the important 
events that occurred during the next four 
years. He was connected with various news¬ 
papers from 1863 until 1886, when he retired 


to devote himself to special literary works 
and to lecturing. He was the author of “The 
Life of Henry Ward Beecher,” a “History of 
the Union League Club” and “History Makers 
of the Nineteenth Century.” 

John Quincy Adams, of the firm of J. Q. 
Adams & Co., Boston, dealers in subscription 
books, died on March 25, aged seventy-two. 
Mr. Adams was the son of John 'Quincy 
Adams, and his grandfather, who had borne 
the same historic name, was a relative of John 
Adams and John Quincy Adams. He was 
captain of the Thirtieth United.States colored 
troops. At the close of the war between the 
states Mr. Adams returned North and was 
for several years a manager of the subscrip¬ 
tion book department of Harper & Brothers. 
He formed more than a quarter of a century 
ago the firm in Boston of which he was the 
head. 

WiLLis Arthur Bardwell, assistant libra¬ 
rian in the Brooklyn Public Library, died on 
March 27 at his home in Brooklyn, N. Y. 
Mr. Bardwell was born in Williamstown, 
Mass., October 15, 1840, and when quite 
young went to Brooklyn, where he was em¬ 
ployed in the book and stationery store kept 
by William W. Rose, at 162 Atlantic Avenue. 
In i860 he went to the recently established 
Athenaeum Reading Room, at the corner of 
Atlantic Avenue and Clinton Street; when 
this was consolidated with the old Mercantile 
Library on Montague Street Bardwell went 
with it and became its librarian in 1885. When 
the Mercantile Library was consolidated with 
the Brooklyn Library, Bardwell was advanced 
steadily until he succeeded Stephen B. Noyes 
as librarian. Five years ago he became assist¬ 
ant librarian of the Public Library system. 

The Rev. Dr. Charles Cuthbert Hall, 
president of Union Theological Seminary, 
died on March 25 in New York City. Dr. 
Flail was born in New York City, on Septem¬ 
ber 3, 1852, and was graduated from Williams 
College in 1872. He entered Union Theo¬ 
logical Seminary in 1872, and went abroad 
two years later to attend lectures at the Pres¬ 
byterian College in London and the Free Col¬ 
lege in Edinburgh. In 1875 he returned to 
New York and succeeded the Rev. Dr. Wen¬ 
dell Prime as pastor of the Union Presby¬ 
terian Church. After filling pulpits in New¬ 
burgh and Brooklyn, N. Y., Dr. Hall in 1897 
succeeded Dr. Thomas S. Hastings as presi¬ 
dent of the Union Theological Seminary. In 
the days of the famous Briggs heresy trial, 
and, later, in the case of Professor Arthur C. 
McGiffert, Dr. Hall maintained a neutral at¬ 
titude, or, at least, refused to be drawn into 
the controversies. Dr. Hall made two lecture 
tours in India for the University of Chicago, 
the first one being in 1902-03. He was also a 
regular lecturer at Vanderbilt and Harvard 
universities. He was the author of a number 
of works, including “Christian Belief Inter¬ 
preted by Christian Experience,” “Redeemed 
Life After Death,” “Universal Elements of 
the Christian Religion,” “Christ and the Hu¬ 
man Race,” and “The Witness of the Oriental 
Consciousness of Jesus Christ.” 
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NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

The Rev. Sabine Baring-Gould has been 
engaged' by the present Rajah of Sarawak to 
write his life, which leads the London Book 
Monthly to prophesy that before long Ameri¬ 
can millionaires will be enjoying biographers 
as they do cooks and chauffeurs. 

W. J. Locke, the author of “The Beloved 
Vagabond’' and “The Morals of Marcus,” has 
written a new novel which is to appear as a 
serial in The American Magazine. It is men¬ 
tioned as a joyous story, and it is called 
“Simple Septimus.” It will be brought out 
later, in book form, by the John Lane Com¬ 
pany. 

Loir Fuller, the American dancer, known 
in Europe as “La Loie,” has written an ac¬ 
count of her experiences on the American and 
European stage, and is now making arrange¬ 
ments for its simultaneous publication in this 
country and England, and in Germany and 
France. It is said the book will contain many 
hitherto unpublished and striking revelations 
affecting personages conspicuous in the polit¬ 
ical, intellectual and artistic life of London, 
Paris, Berlin, Vienna, St. Petersburg, Buda¬ 
pest and Constantinople, as well as New 
York, Chicago, Philadelphia and other lead¬ 
ing American cities. 


JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

Gunter’s Magazine has been bought by 
Street & Smith, who will take over the publi¬ 
cation with the number for May. 

The Bibliophile, a magazine and review 
for lovers of books, has just been published 
from Thanet House, Strand, London. 

Ernest A. Fink & Co., 343 East Eighty- 
fifth Street, New York City, have begun pub¬ 
lishing a new monthly magazine— Fink's 
Magazine —devoted to elocution, physical 
training, amateur plays, and all things of 
value to a public interested in culture at home 
and abroad. The magazine will bring each 
month illustrated popular articles, stories, 
plays, entertainments, pantomimes, drills, 
marches, recitations, monologues, tableaux, 
etc.; also, a department entitled “Educators 
and' Entertainers,” in which the current news 
of the entertainment field and personal news 
of the elocutionary profession appear. 

The latest arrival in the arena of trade 
journals is The Amputation Bulletin , the 
press representative of the so-called “ambu¬ 
lance chasers,” published in New York City. 
The subscription price will be fifty dollars a 
year, but this figure is, after all, trifling in 
comparison with the certain benefits accruing 
to its readers, which are set forth in the cir¬ 
culars of the journal as follows: “We cover 
the United States on amputation information, 
from which any good, live attorney can surely 
get twenty-five or fifty cases a year—each 
case with "a value of $5000 to $25000—and, as 
these cases are taken on a basis of. 50 per 
cent., the income an attorney can,pbtain from 
this information is far greater, than the sal¬ 
ary of the President of the United States.” 


The jury in the case of E. L. Phillip against 
the McClure Company, publishers of Mc¬ 
Clure's Magazine , handed in a verd'ict on 
March 27 awarding the plaintiff $15,000 dam¬ 
ages. The suit was instituted to recover 
$100,000 damages alleged to have been sus¬ 
tained as a result of statements made by Roy 
Stannard Baker in articles entitled “Rail¬ 
roads on Trial” which were published' in the 
November and December, 1905, and January, 
1906, issues of McClure's Magazine. . The 
articles in question stated that the plaintiff, 
as president of the Union Refrigerator Tran¬ 
sit Company of Wisconsin, accepted commis¬ 
sions and other returns in the nature of re¬ 
bates. It was learned afterward, and cor¬ 
rected in the April, 1906, number of the mag¬ 
azine, that whatever commissions had been 
received were accepted by Mr. Phillip as vice- 
president of the Northern Refrigerator Tran¬ 
sit Company of Milwaukee. There were other 
statements accusing the plaintiff of being a 
“lobbyist” and participating in “private 
graft.” The action was settled a few days 
later and will be formally dismissed when 
called at the April term. The amount to be 
paid by the defendants was given as $1500, as 
E. L. Phillips thinks the verdict for $15,000 
awarded to him vindicates him and the 
company. 


BUSINESS NOTES. 

Ardmore, Okla. —Mrs. Eugene Pike is 
starting a circulating library and newsstand, 
and would be pleased to receive catalogues 
and price lists from publishers and manufac¬ 
turers. 

Bennettsville, S. C.—The book store of 
Reid & Co. has been destroyed by fire. 

Binghamton, N. Y. —The Binghamton 
Book Manufacturing Company has been in¬ 
corporated by J. F. McLaughlin, T. G. Avery 
and F. M. Hayes, all of Binghamton. 

Cleveland, O.—Miss'Alice Elizabeth Doug¬ 
las, for many years a retail book saleswoman 
in this city, has opened a shop at No. 36, 
The Arcade. 

Colorado Springs, Colo. —G. B. Beeson has 
purchased the interest of his partner in the 
Post-Office Bookstore and will hereafter con¬ 
duct it under the firm name of The E. B. 
Beeson Stationery and Curio Company. 

Nashville, Tenn. —The Southern School 
Supply Company has been incorporated with 
a capital stock of $20,000. 

New York City. —D. Appleton & Co. have 
removed to No. 35 West Thirty-second 
Street. 

New York City. —The Associated Sta¬ 
tioner’s Company, organized about two } r ears 
ago by the retail stationers of this city to 
operate as a co-operative buying concern, will 
go out of existence as soon as the legal steps 
to effect its dissolution can be taken. This 
action was taken up at a meeting of the stock¬ 
holders of the organization, held on March 20. 
The company was promoted by A. T. Baxter, 
who, however, had to discontinue the work 
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and go to California because of ill health. It 
was proposed to start business with a capi¬ 
tal stock of $100,000. “The project/' accord¬ 
ing to Gcyer’s Statioyier, “was very enthusi¬ 
astically received at first, but it was impos¬ 
sible to interest a sufficient number of station¬ 
ers in the New York territory to ensure the 
capital desired and it was found necessary 
because of the law governing co-operation 
matters to reduce the capital stock to $20,000. 
This action was taken by the stockholders 
at a meeting held November 12, 1907, a mi¬ 
nority faction, however, strongly dissenting. 
Interest in the organization has waned materi¬ 
ally since about that time and it was thought 
best by those most intimately connected with 
the project to wind up the affairs of the as¬ 
sociation." 

New York City. —Duffield & Co. will re¬ 
move on May 1 to the Ball Building, 36 West 
Thirty-seventh Street. The firm, on April 1, 
completed its fifth year in the publishing field, 
its first book, the old English morality play, 
“Everyman," having been brought out on 
April i, 1903. 

New York City. —Regarding the Consoli¬ 
dated Retail Booksellers we learn that there 
will be no dividend to creditors from this 
estate. Corporation taxes due the State of 
New Jersey amounting to $1,762.14 were al¬ 
lowed as a preferred claim, which used up 
practically all of the assets in the hands of 
Merrill E. Gates, Jr., trustee. The Trustee 
received and distributed some $3,610 and the 
small amount of about $77, which he has on 
hand, will be used up in legal expenses. Mr. 
Gates has not as yet been discharged as trus¬ 
tee and the referee’s clerk reports that he will 
be required to furnish some additional affi¬ 
davits regarding the distribution of the pro¬ 
ceeds of some accounts before he can be dis¬ 
charged. 

New York City. —Henri Gerard, (Gerard’s 
Literary Shop,) 83 Nassau Street, has bought 
the business and good will of the American 
and Foreign Magazine Depot, whose proprie¬ 
tor, James W. Christopher, died last No¬ 
vember at Auburn Mills, Hanover Co., Va., 
to which place he removed in June, 1906, when 
the building in which he had conducted his 
business- for upwards of twenty-five years 
was condemned to make room for the Hudson 
River Tunnel improvements. Mr. Gerard is 
prepared to supplv all orders for Mr. Chris¬ 
topher’s former friends and customers, includ¬ 
ing back numbers of periodicals, new and 
old books, directories, reports, pamphlets, etc.

E. P. Dutton & Co. have just ready “Idle- 
hurst: a Journal Kept in the Country,” the 
first book of John Halsham, author of “Lone- 
wood Corner.” “Idlehurst” was written ten 
years ago, and the recent publications of 
“Lonewood Corner” has caused a renewed 
demand for it. It is concerned with “nlan 
and nature, and with human life.” They will 
publish later in the month Mrs. Henry de la 
Pasture’s new novel, “The Grey Knight.” 
This is a modern love story, the heroine being 
a beautiful middle-aged widow, and the hero 
a fiery Welshman of sixty whose home is a 
Norman castle among his native hills.

Who” and the book will find a demand await¬ 
ing it.

Habitant des Kaskaskias. The tract is re¬ 
printed from the only known copy in exist¬ 
ence, in the collection of the Library Com¬ 
pany of Philadelphia, and will have an intro¬ 
duction and bibliographical notes by Clarence 
W. Alvord, the vice-president of the recently 
organized Mississippi Valley Historical Asso¬ 
ciation, and Clarence E. Carter, of the Uni¬ 
versity of Illinois. Dr. Victor Hugo Paltsits, 
the State Historian of New York, has con¬ 
tributed a letter answering the perplexing 
question of the place and dating of this in¬ 
teresting contribution to the early history of 
the development of the Middle West.
